London. March 2.— With no prospect 
of any exciting news coming In from 
Ladysraitb lu iLc near futmc. all eyes 
turn once more towaras FielU Marshal 
Lord RoborU, and his advance into 
the Orange Free State. The critics are 
almost unanimous In expecting the 
main stand of the Boere to occur at 
WlBburg or in its vicinity. Before 
Lord Roberts' advance on Bloemfon- 
tein can become effective, the strong 
force of Boers already gathered south- 
west of Paardebiirg must be disyersied. 

The British laclt re-mounts, and the 
necessity at a thorough transport or> 
ganlEation may delay a decisive action 
in this quarter for several days, and 
perhaps weeks. Mafeking alone now 
avails relief and a force to accom- 
pllsh this is already on its way. 

No more popular event could now 
occur for Great Britain than the relief 
of Colonel Baden-Powell's gallant lit- 
tle band. It is believed they are quite 
able to hold out nntil succor arrives. 

In northern Cape Colony the British 
campaign progresses well. The whole 
line of the Orange river should shortly 
be in their possession. It is suggested 
that General White's garrison viajr be 
sent to sea to recuperat*. bnl this 
scarcely seems probable. 

The afternoon newspapers devote 
Jubilant editorials to the Joy that 
reigned throughout the empire, trans- 
lating K as enf n^ore sign of Imperial 
wUtjr. 

About the Prisoners. ' 

Paardeburg, March 1. — All the pris- 
oners were paraded. They extended 
In a long trailing line, lilte a serpent 
aorpsa the plain, and M f*r as possible 
were arranged in commandos. The 
Free Staters were kept separate from 
the Traubvaalers. A look upon the 
faces of the men as they passed made 
it impoMi^hlo to arrive at Mur other 
conelusioB than that they were all 
overjoyed at their release from the 
dally hell of shell and bbot which they 
had been experiencing lately. Many 
dl«. not even take the trpuble to oon- 
eeal their delight from tt9 soldiers 
guarding then. They chatted freely 
with the British, discussing the differ- 
ent battles in which they had fought. 
All the prisoners have aijt Intense a.d- 
mlimtion for the bravery and pluck of 
the Highlanders, and they freely con- 
fess that they are incapable of the 
dash and go and pluck of the British. 
Some of the sick prisoners have given 
n vivid description of Oeneral Cronje's 
night march. It began in a panic and 
terrible confusion prevailed through- 
out The huge wagons crowded the 
narrow road, there was an utter lack 
of order and desertions were numer- 
ous. From them also was learned the 
details of the Boer commissariat. The 
Boer rations consisted of one pound 
and a half of fresh meat daily and one 
pound and a half of eollos, three 
pounds of sugar and flVS poUBdS of 
Hour per man weekly. 

Prayed Before Bating. 
Orimge RKver, March 2.— General 
Cronje and bis wife passed here «d 
route to Oape Town. Elaborate pre- 
oautio^ had been taken to prevent the 
public from seeing him, even the offi- 
cers were ordered off of the station, 
and the refreshment room was kept 
closed before bis arrival, to the dis- 
oosifort of the Kimiherlcy passengers, 
who were obliged to go foodless- Gen- 
eral Cronje looks dejected and miser- 
able, and is much grayer. He entered 
the refreshment room accompanied by 
bis wile, son and interpreter, and Oen- 
eral Frettyaan and bis stafl. Taking 
his seat at a table Oeneral Cronje cov- 
•red bis face with his hands tor a few 
IMrts as he engaged l» praysr. 



London, March 2. — A special corre- 
spondent telegraphing from Paarde- 
burg. Feb. 27, says: "A curious piece 
of news has Just been related to me 
by 0«neral Cronje's aide-de-camp. It 
appears that Cronje was in dally beli- 
graphlo oommunicatisn with Oeneral 
Dewet, who ho supposed was bringing 
up reinforeeaents. Cronje heliograph - 
«d tlhat unless he was relieved Imme 
dlataly ht would feel bound to surren- 
der. QdMni Dewet replied with n 
cheering message, urging him to hold 
on longer, and that he would soon be 
yrelleved. but tOlKlly (bll«)l Ml «i|ct any 
iversioa."

Attoraeys Id Clark Case Arc About 

Through With Wltnenses. 
Washington, March 2.— When the 
senate committee on elections resume! 
Itn sHting Representative Campbell 
made a general statement of his ex- 
penditures In connection with the pro.: 
ecution of the case against S('nafi;r 
Clark. Statement showed the follow- 
ing footings Bstabllsbing and pnrchaa* 
ing newspapers 119,560, enpenass in 
the present Investigation and In the 
Wellcome disbarmfnt proessdings 
120,704. 

Mr. Campbell said the $19,580 bad 
been expended on the three papers, 

the Livingston Enterprise, the Boze- 
man Chronicle and the Carbon County 
Democrat, which bad been purchased 
or established to oppose what they be- 
lieved were corrupt practices In pol'- 
tlcs. The money In these cases had 
only been loaned. It did not. however, 
include counsel fees in the pending in- 
vestigation. Mr. Campbell did not 
know what these charges would be. 
All the money thus expended had been 
received from Mr Daly. 

State Senator Henry L. Myers was 
recalled and questioned concerning 
Ben Hill's statements. Ke said Hill s 
statement in his aflldavit concerning 
himself was correct, while Hill's state- 
ment before the committee relating to 
him was incorrect. It was true, he 
said, that Hill had frequently amo to 
him during the session of the legi3l'«- 
ture telling him that he cami fron 
Senator Clark; that^lark wanted him 
to come to his room and that he (Hill) 
could get him $26,000 for his vote. He 
had told Hill he tnough't $10,000 was 
enough for his vote, and that If Clark 
wanted to pay that sum for it he could 
put tbs monoy In Mr. Wbltoslde't 
hands.' 

James W. Kemper, a real estate 
dealer of Butt, was examined with ref- 
erence to the indebtedness on the 
ranch of Representatlye 8. B. Woods 
of Ravllli county, which indebtedness 
had been paid off, the purchase price 
being $6,900. Documentary evidence 
was also produced by the prosecution 
to show that about the same time a 
chattel mortgage given by Woods for 
11.000 had been paid and released. 

The attorn<^ys on both sides express 
ed the opinion that it would be possi- 
ble to conclude the presentation of tea ■ 
timony by the close of the week. Mr. 
Faulkner said he would offer very Ut- 
tl« tMtlmony In surrebuttnL 

Bl<< Tidal Waves. 
Guadalajara. Mexico, March 2. — The 
recent t aitliQiuikos wliich were felt 
throughout sonthern Mexico did much 
greater damage toan was Indicated by 
the early reports. News from remote 
coast and mountain towns has Just 
reached (Juadaiajara, and stories of 
great destruction of property and con- 
sidemble loss ot lite are told. The 
severe seismic shocks had a remarka- 
ble effect on the sea, causing it to roll 
inland and l ovi ring the' country for 
a distance ot over one mile from. the 
bsasli^ Vbls tidal inundmion occurred 
three tllMO in rapid succession, and 
every aovable thing in its path was 
swept awsy. 

Killed by Aaaerleaae. 

Manilla, March 2.— Colonel Ander- 
son, with the Thirty-eighth Infantry, 
employing the Insurgents' own tactics, 
has ambushed the sntiny npar BntiJi- 
gas. Through spies, Ookmsl Anderson 
learned that a detachment of Insur- 
gents would pass a certain ruad. He 
posted bl9 sfl^fT conoMl*<l amopg 
the treqo Unnt tno r«ai. and when 
the enemy arrived, the Americans vol- 
leyed unexpectedly, killing 24 insur- 
gents, wounding SO and capturing sev- 
eral. Some arms and ammunition 
also wore captured. Tbe effect ot this 
blow has been salutary. Tbf onoay in 
that locality are dismayed. 

Rice ileaC to Hawaii. 

San Francisco, March 2.— A new ex- 
port from San Francisco to tbe Ha- 
waiian islands is rice. Wblch has lately 
been sent in large quantities to Hono- 
lulu, Hilo and other outside ports. The 
rice is raised in Louisiana. The first 
tbtpments were made at the begin- 
ning of the plague and up to date 
a$,OM bags have been shipped from 
San rrniKiM^*

Columbus. O., March 2.— After tUe 
introdttotioa of a nbaber o: local bills 

and the reports of the committees, tti*? 
senate adjourned till Monday. not 
before the Cincinnati reorganisation 
bill was made a law. 

At 10.55 the house sergeant-at-arm.^ 
appeared in the senate w.th a message 
It was known to contain the notice of 
the house action on the Cincinnati bill, 
and a crowd followed to see what the 
senate would do with It. 

As soon as the message was read 
Senator Nippert secured the floor, and 
said briefly that while the bill In Its 
present form was not wh it tlio friends 
of it desired, they would ai i cpt it ou 
account of the bad condition of things 
in Cincinnati, and the near approach 
of the spring election. He moved that 
the amendments be con( urrcd in. Sen- 
ator t'olieu was ou the Hour as soon as 
Senator Nippert took his seat, de- 
manding recognition, but Governor 
Caldwell recognised Senator Patter- 
son, who moved the previous question. 
That question wa» put ami declared 
( arried. Senator Cohen tried to get 
^be privilege ot making a statement, 
hut Senator Patterson Insisted upon 
the previous question, and the chair 
rapped Senator Cohen down, but not 
before be had announced that he 
favored the bill as amended, and want- 
ed the amendments concurred In. The 
vote on that question then proceeded. 
Senator Roudebush then demanded the 
right to explain his vote, but that was 
ruled out of order. The Republicans 
feared that the Democrats would talk 
until the hour for adjournment bad 
passed and the vote could not be taken. 

The vote on the concurrence was 
unanimous— 25 ayes to no nays. All 
the Democrats supported the bill as 
amended. The bill as amended by the 
house creates a board Of flve, to be 
eleetod this spring tor l>ysar terms, 
in tbe Honee. 

The record was broken in house by 
Introduction of 07 bills, after which 
the house adjourned till Monday. 

Mr. Heywood introduced his bill to 
reduce the penalty for delinquent 
taxes from 15 to S per cent 

Mr. DeRan introduced a bill that has 
been advocated by the single taxers. 
It proposes to submit to the voters at 
the November election an amendmciit 
to article IS of tne constitution, pro- 
viding for lo<al option in taxation. It 
provides that the people of any county, 
municipality or township may deter- 
mine how they shall raise funds for 
local purposes. 

Another bill by Mr. DeRan seeks to 
make uniform freight rates for rail- 
roads in Ohio on tnis schedule: For 
general merchandise, 7 mills per ton 
p«r mile for one or over for a distance 
of 30 miles or over; less than one ton 
in weight at the rate of 2 cents per 
ton per mile. 

Mr. Bartlow introduced a hlU affect- 
ing the construction of Interurban 
railroads. It requires the county com- 
missioners to publish for five weeks 
in newspapers a complete statement as 
to the proposed route, rate of speed, 
fares, etc., as agreed upon between 
the commissioners and the promoters, 
'ibe consent of a majority of property 
owners along tbe right ot way is re- 
quired. Tbe promoters must deposit 
$2,000 in earnest of their intention to 
complete the road, to avoid the obtain- 
ing of latent franchise concessions. 

Mr. Painter introduced a bill provid- 
ing that in cities bavlai registration 
an enrollpent mnsi bf pMlo of the 
voters 9(^fH99 t0 fWRtr nWla- 
tlons. 

Among the general bills Introduced 
were: To abolish present form of 
marriage licenses and re-enact the 

former marriage license laws; county 
oommlssioners on petition of flve per- 
sons may funilsb memorial tablet for 
graves ot deceased Indigent soldiers: 
requiring foreign corporations doing 
business in Ohio to make annual r* 
port to secretary of state of list of 
stoekboMsrs and amount ot stock held 
bf saeb; county eommissloaers must 
advertise for bids for all contracts over 
$500; to tax stocks and bonds the same 
as real estate, copied after the Ford 
sUtutf.in M«w York: all political par- 
ties in the state having cast more than 
5,000 votes at flve preceding elections 
may make nominations and have their 
tickets placed on the ofScial ballot; 
all steam avd electric rallro:ids shall 
be of standard gauge: to prohibit sale 
of liquor on Memorial day; extend tt9

Protest From California. 

Washington, March 2.— Mr. Perkins 
(Cal.t, wlii-n the t^enate convened, pre- 
sented a petition of the California del- 
egation In congress ot 35 associa,tion.i 
and of 15,000 people of California 
against the ratification of the French 
and Jamaican treaties. Mr. Hoar made 
tbe point against the petiti tha<t it 
ought to be presented in execu'Jve ses- 
sion, and that even there he would 
question the right of a state congres- 
sional delegation to make su( h a peti- 
tion. Mr. Perkins thought tbe right 
of petition was sacred at all times, but 
the chair held that tbe whole matter 
would have to go over to an exec^utive 
session. 

Arsoinents IleKun. 
Louisville, March 2.— Aigunient in 
the cases involving the title to the 
offices of governor and lieutenant goV' 
ernor was begun before Judge Fields 
in the circuit court. Counsel for Gov- 
ernor Heckham, President Fro Tern 
H. Carter and General John B. Castlf- 
man. Democrats, uleU a demurrer and 
motion to strike out the answer and 
reply of W S. T.iylor and ,Iohn Mar- 
shall, the Republican incumbents, af- 
ter which an order of argument was 
agreed upon and Attorney David W. 
Fairlelgh opened for the Republicans. 



Wanted In New York. 

Cleveland. March 2.— Detective Mc- 
Conville of New York arrested Cecil 
Leslie, who is w.inted in coumuMion 
with the Franklin syndicate swindle. 
Leslie and his wife were arrested as 
they were about to take a train for 
Akron. He admitted that he was the 
man wanted, but di'nit'd complicity in 
tbe swindling operations, claiming 
that he only acted as advertising man- 
ager for Miller. 

Storm In tbe Kast. 
• Buffalo, March 2.— The snowstorm 

which began on Wednesday continues, 
two feet ot snow having fallf'n up to 
this time. The wind bh w at thf rate 
of 32 miles an hour, and the indica- 
tions are that it will Inerease during 
the day, and that the snowstorm w.ll 
continue. The storm has resulted in 
the most complete tie>up Of railroa i 
traffic tills winter. 

Recoverln<; Fruiii Sturm. 

Cleveland, March 2.— While there 
was a marked Improvement in th'> 
railroad service west of this city trains 
from the east contiiuu d to arrive at 
the Union station from two to seven 
hours lj>te. Heavy snow drifts block- 
aded the tracks east of Cleveland, but 
the ^reat«>8t trouble was caused by 
the lark of telegrapbiO fSCllHIeS for 
moving trains. 

Botb May Die. 
Kansas City, Mo., March 2,— The 
condition of Mrs. J. Balke of Cincin- 
nati, injured in Tuesdny'o wreok at in- 
dependence, is reported oritioal. snd 
the hospital physicians fear for her 
life. W. R. Vaughan, tbe CIncinBaii 
newspaper correspondent. Is also much 
worse.

President MoKlnley Heodi a Message

New York, March 2.— Colonel Mat- 
thew Atklnfon died here. He was bom 
in Ohio in 1827. At Steubenville. O., 
be studied law with Edwin M. Stan- 
ton, secretary of war under President 
Lincoln. He also took an active part 
in the civil war, starting out as captain 
ot tbe Sisteenth Illinois cavalry. 



Washington, March 2. — President 
McKinley sent tbe following messsfs 
to congress: 

"Since the evacuation of Porto Rico 

by the Spanish forces on the ISth day 
of Ocotoher, 1S9.S, the United States 
has collected on products coming from 
that Island to the ports of the United 
States the duties flxed by the Dlngley 
act, >nd amounting to |2 09.'),4r..''>.S8. 
and will continue to "Ollect under said 
law until congress shail otherwise di- 
rect. Although I bad the power and 
having in mind the best Interest of the 
people of the island, u.-ed it to modify 
duties on goods and products entering 
Into Porto Rico, I did not have the 
power to remit or modify duties on 
Porto RIcan products coming Into tbe 
ports of the United states In view Ot 
the pressing neressity for immediate 
revenue In Porto Rico for conducting 
the zovernment there and for the ex- 
tension of public education, and In 
view also of the provisional It-Rislation 
just inaugurated by tbe house of rep- 
resentatives, and for the purpose of 
making the principle embodied in that 
legislation applicable to the Immediate 
past, as well as to the immediate f\i- 
ture. 1 recommend that the above sum 
so collected anil the sums hereafter 
collected under existing law shall, 
without welting for the enactment of 
the npral lep;lslation now pcniline. 
be aj.propriated for the use and benefit 
of tne island." 

Tbe reading ot the message wan 
greciff with Republican applause In 
the house, ami Mr. Cannon asked 
unanimous trtnsent for the immediate 
pa.«sage of a bill to carry out the rec- 
ommendation. There was no objection 
and It wap agreed that there should be 
20 minutes debate on a side. 

Mr. IJailey (Tex t, replying to Mr. 
Cannon, evoked a lound ot Democratic 
applause by bis first sentence. If ho 
had known when the request for unan- 
imous l onsent was submitted that the 
bill placed at the absolute disposal of 
the president $1'.UOO,000 now in tbe 
treasury and an indeflnlte sum here- 
after to be collected, he said he would 
himself have taken the responsibility 
ot obf»ction. He would never consen" 
he said, to turn over to the discretlo.i 
ot one man money in the treasury of 
the United Statee. « 

Mr. Bailey's motion to commit the 
bill was lost, 113 to 149. The vote was 
then taken by yeas and nays on tbs 
passage of tbe bill. 

Mr. Cannon moved the previous 
question on the Porto RIcan bill, and 
this prevailed on a standing vote — 
143 to li;t. A yea and nay vote fol- 
lowed. The bill passed tbe house by 
a vote ot 162 to 107. 

( hiciisu >Iachlnliitji Strike. 
Chicago, March 2.— War is now on 
between the International Association 
of Maihinists and tiie Chicago .Asso- 
ciation of .Machinery Muuufucturers. 
As a result of the failure to reach an 
agreement at a meeting between rep- 
resentatives of the two bodies to dls- 
cu.ss the que.stions in dispute, tin- ex- 
ecutive (ommittee of the .Machinists' 
assoi iation decided to call a general 
strike of machinists in Chicago, and 
by night it is expected that practically 
every union and many nonunion ma- 
chinists in this city will have laid 
down bis tools, tbe only exceptions 
being at the shops which bavs already 
signed the agreement 

Beeame m Heroine. 

Vancouver, B. C, March 2.— Miss Ix)- 
gan, 21. daughter of the late He v. Rob- 
ert Ix>gan, the first missionary to tbf 
South Sea islands, sent out from Bon* 
ton by the Congregational board of tbo 
United States, according to advices 
fr6m Sydney, won for herself the title 
of "Heroine of the Caroline Group." 
It la due not only to ber fearlessness 
In facing famine and tropical diaeases. 

but to her personal interference in a 
flght between two native chiefs, in 
which she sustained an accidental hot 
severe Inlury. She has since beco«o 
an invalid as tbt result of tbe injury. 
»nd wiU wtum boms. 

Kubber Factory Closed.

At the Ninth Street Baptist Church 
Sunday mornUng Warren O. Part- 
ridge apoko Oft "Wotld.Wldo WaaloM." 
He said in part : 

"Tbe nineteenth century haa been a 
marrolona eentnry for tbe progress o{ 
foreign missions. Forty years ago the 
flrat Proteatant miaaionariee entered Ja- 
pan. There wore iwoelamatkHH bf the 

Japanese Government on every hij^h- 
way threatening the missionaries with 
death for being in the oonntry. IMay 
there are enrolled in the membershio of 
the Protestant churches over 40,000 
Obriatian Japaneee oburch membera. 
Japanese Christians have great influence 
in that country. One recent writer afiya : 
'The Speaker of tbe P^riiament, in raoent 
yean, is a Japaneee Obriatian ; two out 
of tbe four of the central committee 
which direct tbe domlawtpoUtiMl pwty 
are Christiana.' 

Think of the preeent ftimtne In India. 
In parts of India people are K^ving away 
their cattle and their children. In the 
lack of 'rain many of the people cannot 
find food to keep their cattle alive.
